■nnpes to accept It. 1 The grain men 
of Winnipeg are not to be trusted, la 
the past they have always sought to. 
'.eeura unfair advantages at the e<- 
p»nse of the farmers, aqd when they 
propose to remove at one blow,.all the. 
legal restrictions that now check their; 
rapacity tty tin establishment of s' 
samp’e market, they must be resisted 
with untiring determination and vigor. 
The people of the western provinces 
cannot afford to sacrifice the advant- 
ages they have gained over this ring 
cf sharks after years of determined 
'-onflict. The far&era should re? 
nember that prhen the sgjnple market 
is established, at* grain passes Into the 
Imnds of the. Winnipeg grain'ring the 
noment It Is shipped, to be sold by 
the grain combine for any price they 
choose to pay. The people of the 
West will neve* submit to such an 
injustice. 

We wi-ih to again to empbaalas the 
fact that the farmers of the West 
bave never asked for a sample mark- 
«' and will not have It at any price. 
The present system of grading and 
shlpp'ng grain gives general satisfac¬ 
tion to the producers of the West, and 
Is also satisfactory to the buyers In 
Oceat Britain,, F;ance, Germany and 
other European countries as well as- 
♦i.e United Stator and home buyers. 
The ’orelgn buyer can now buy on 
iriade, sending his orders from his 
home office, and can be sure of getting 
lust whac he has ordered. On the 
contrary, 'f he orders from a sample 
market, he must either send an agent 
across the Atlantic at great expense 
(which Is paid by the western farm* 
er) or he mm', trust the Winnipeg' 
gialn sharks who will charge him a 
rood fat commission fob buying for 
him on the sample market (which com¬ 
mission must alsc be paid by the 
western farmer?). 

In a recent' report of J. T. Lltli- 
aow, Canadian Trade Commissioner In 
Germany, he shown the value of the 
present grading system alike to the 
Western Canadian farmer and the 
German grain buyer. “He say*: — 
Canadian wheat takes a very high 
place In the estimation of German im¬ 
porters and millers, and the large 
Hamburg importers express the great¬ 
est satisfaction at the grading and at 
Ihe condition of the wheat on arrival. 
There is a probability that this year 
the demand for Canadian wheat will 
oe greatly Increased." The establish¬ 
ment of a sample market would great¬ 
ly ltflure' this prospective trade, If not 
pn,lrely destrov it by abolishing the 
pbosent standard grades, It would 
be folly not to foster the German mark¬ 
et for wheat, particularly In view of 
■he great crop that will be harvested 
this fall. 

We wish again to emphasize the 
necessity of quick transit from the 
faimers market to the lake ports. The 
ra'lway companies are making every 
endeavor to be ready to handle the 
immense crop that will be harvested 
flext Tall La3t April the CLP.R. or¬ 
dered for Immediate delivery twp 
hundred and fitly locomotives of the 
largest type and twelve thousand for¬ 
ty-ton freight oars In addition to the 
engines and cars being built'St the 
shops In Montreal. The Grand Trunk 
Pacific and the Canadian' Northern 
Railways have also ordered hundreds 
of locomotives and thousands of 
freight cars. But all these additions 
./ill scarcely suffice to move the crop 
on time, particularly when wef con¬ 
sider tha' after the close of naviga¬ 
tion on the Lakes there will only be 
a single line of tall way from Fort Wil- 
- J . i am to Montreal to convey the grain 
left at the head of the lakes and In 
>euntry elevators. In the face of

• CIZEO BY LORO BEREBFORD 

Churchill's Administration Is 
dared ■ t • be a Failure—That the 
Only Navs.l Alliance Should be with 
the Overseas Dominion*. la the 
Opinion of Beresferd. 

Loudon, England.—Lord Charles 
Beresford speaklug at Evesham re¬ 
cently bad. many unkind things to 
say of Winston Churchill, whom he 
characterised au the most eccentric 
indivldaal who had ever been en¬ 
trusted wl‘h the naval executive. 

He has occupied the position eight 
months and proved a miserable fail¬ 
ure. 

'He speaks of looking at things with 
a motion eye, but the first necessity 
Is to see straight. 

With unaccountable insolence.

resulted In chaotic disorganisation. 

"Tie Germa i menace was In his 
opinion so serious that to withdraw 
the whole fleet to protect the heart 
of the Empire, woilld mean lekving 
one armoured .cruiser only responsi¬ 
ble for the Mediterranean. * 

We cannot present a fight, added 
Lord Char.es, and shall not be ready 
lor some time to come. 

Vtgorous’y opposing a naval al¬ 
liance with a foreign country, he 
nrged that the Empire defend Its own 
with Rs own ships only, and that the 
alliance we should desire is the one 
with the overseas Dominion^ He 
ronelqded that he did not fear in¬ 
vasion but starvation. He would 
always hav granaries In tho country 
with three or four pdntB for the stor¬ 
age of fooo -

The compan 
panics contend that their proposed 
schedule of wages is identical with 
that of the Dome and Holllnger mines 
the large producers of - the district, 
and that hlthertc they havd been 
working under pressure and paying 
for development work. The com- 
panies'Orlgtnaily Intended to put the 
new schedule in .o force August J, but 
as a result of communications from 
the department of labor they have 
postponed the datA of the schedule 
going into effect till September 1, 
thereby giving the board of investi¬ 
gation time to operate. 

Krupp Co. Qanerous 
Essen. Germany.—In honor of the 
centenary of the great Krupp works 
at Essen, the company has donated 
$3,600,000 to be distributed as grat¬ 
uities to the 86,000 workmen as well 
u« funds for civilians of-Essen and 
for the army anc navy.

Empress of Britain Sails

go and complete crew. The report 
that many of the crew would not go, 
fearing that the ship was not sea¬ 
worthy, proved to be quite false, for 
her full crew left Quebec on the Em¬ 
press .

Ottawa. — Medical reciprocity 
throughout Canada Is how assured as 
a result n< all the provinces having 
Canada Medical Act. The aet was 
passed in 1911, after many years ot 
..citation, and the overcoming o( 
.nuch opposition. Briefly stated the 
act provides for a Dominion medical 
counell and enables any phvslc’nn" 
cettilled bv It to practice ln any pro- 
vtnce- of-th«- Dominion.— H eretofore 
there have bee i separate provincial 
councils ard a doctor In Quebec, for 
instance^ could not practise ln Ontar¬ 
io without passing a separate examin¬ 
ation. 

The new council Is to be composed 
or three_members residing ln differ¬ 
ent provinces, to be appointed by the 
Dominion government, two repre¬ 
senting each province, one from each 
university or medical school having 
an arrangement with a university for 
conferring degrees In medicine, and 
three representing the homeopathic 
The term of office will be four years. 
Candidates for examination may elect 
to be examined lo either English or 
French.

Winnipeg, July 31—The spring 
wheat crops of the United States and 
Canada continue to be the leading 
factors in determining wheat values 
the world over. Conditions have 
changed^ very little from where they 
were a 0 week ago,, and aB a result 
prices for the new crop futures show 
no marked variation. During the 
early, days of the week markets were 
stronger on numerous black rust re- 
^rts from the L-nkotas but on Invest¬ 
igation it was found these only applied 
to very small areas and with Improved 
weather ti e trad& felt little anxiety. 
vVhile the reports considered as a 
whole still Indicate a most liberal 
yield for *he three North-West States 
> there Is creepin; Into the news of the 
day a change la a less unanimous ex- 
p-ession of the uniform excellence of 
the crop. There is evidence of some 
blight as well as black rust Impair¬ 
ment. The recent large estimates 
of production were based on very 
large liberal per acre returns and 
these now seem too optimistic rather 
thr.n conservative * There Is, as a 
! iesult of the black rust infection, an! 
i important, and -more nr less critical 
ten days ahead of the crop v Prac¬ 
tically no rust bus been found In the 
Canadian crop and the past three days 
have been favorable for filling. There 
arc many complaints, however, re¬ 
garding hail damage especially ln 
Southern Manitoba, Gretna, Altona 
and Plum Coulee dir«*ricts report fully 
50 per cent, loss from Friday and 
Saturday’s storms. Early sown 
! grain and crop on stubble Is not sat¬ 
isfactory so that even with best of 
weather -from now on only-xiraverage 
crop can be expected. European 
prospects are - not so favorable as 
they wer: some time ago, as the har¬ 
vest shows actual yields in variable 
quality and quantity In some coun¬ 
tries. This is the" case In Francq, 
Hungary. Roumanla, Italy, and parts 
cf Russia.

Cream three-quart ere of a cupful oT 
butter with eae cupful and a half of 
brown sugar. Add two eggs and a cup¬ 
ful of sour cream in which half a tea- 
ipoonfui of aqda baa been dissolved. 
Blft tbreo cupfuls of flour with a tea- 
spooufui of baking powder, two level 
toaspoonluis of cinnamon, half a tea- 
spoonful of cloves and half a tea spoon¬ 
ful of grated nutmeg.

One cupful of finely chopped figs, 
two and a half cupfuls ot Dread- 
crumbs, two-thirds of a cupful of chop¬ 
ped suet one cupQil of brown sugar, 
three eggs, half's cupful of milk, quar¬ 
ter ot a teaspoonfnl of salt half a cup¬ 
ful of cocoa and oue teaspoonful of 
vanilla extract 

Mix to a basin tbe suet figs, bread¬ 
crumbs, cocoa, sugar, salt milk sort 
vanilla extract then add tbe eggs, 
Kell beaten. Mix thoroughly and pour 
Into a buttered mold. Cover with a 
buttered paper and steam for three 
and a half hours. 

Turn out and serve cold, decorated 
with whipped cream, sweetened and 
flavored with vanilla extract — 

Cocoa Ice Cream.—Two cupfuls ot 
milk, ODe cupful of sugar, one table- 
spoonful of cornstarch or arrowroot 
four egg yolks, two cupfuls of cream 
or two copfula of milk and two table¬ 
spoonfuls of butter, ooe-fourth to half 
a cupful of cocoa, one teaspooDful of 
vanilla extract and three-fourths of a 
teaspoouful of salt Mix tbe cocoa, 
sugar and cornstarch or anWwroot 
add scalded milk and cook twenty 
minutes In double boiler. Beat eggs, 
add cream or milk and butter. Font 
on to this mixture cornstarch mixture, 
add vanilla and freeze. One cupful ot 
raspberry Jules added just before 
freezing gives a pleasant variety. 

French Rice Pudding.—A quarter ot 
a pound of ground rice, one plot ot 
milk, three eggs, two heaping table- 
spoonfuls of sugnr, ons lemon rind, 
one heaping tablespoonful of butter, 
brown bread crumbs and three ounces 
of sultana raisins. Grind the rice to 
a coffee mill. Boll tbe milk slowly.

French Cuoumbsr Salad. 

Take four medium sized fresh cs- < 
cumbers, half a cupful ef sweet cream, j 
■ quarter of a cupful of vinegar and 
two tablespoonfuls of salt. 

Feel the cucumbers aod kites tbln 
layers length wtae until tbe seeds are 
reached. Place a layer of cucumber J 
slices in a dish, then sprinkle with a j 
layer of salt. Repeat until all sliced 
cucumbers STS used. Allow to stand 
several boors ou tbs Ice. When ready 
to use remove cucumbers from tha 
liquid, spread on towel and wipe dry. 
Placs to a bowl aod add. alternately, 
creem and vinegar. Serve on head of 
lettuce or cress. 


Cleaning Windows. 

For cleaning windows use ammonia 
In tbe proportion of odb tablespoonful 
to one gallon of water or whiting mix. 
ed with cold water to a paste about as 
thick as cream. But Jhe work can bo 
performed by using clean water and 
two chamois leathers, one for washing 
tbe glass and the other for polishing. 
Tbe latter should be kept dry and soft. 

See that the wash leathers are quite 
clean and do not make the glass so 
wet that tbe water drips from 1L Have 
plenty of clean water and change It 
frequently. Dip the chamois to this 
and rub the panes, taking care that 
the corners are not forgotten. Wring 
the cloth tightly and go over the sur¬ 
face of tbe glass a second time. Then 
polish with the other wash leather.
